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First Photography Exhibit, 
Lecture to Feature 


Edward Weston’s Work 


Camera techniques of the late 
Edward Weston, famous Califor- 
nia photographer, will be described 
by the youngest of his four sons 
Thursday evening, March 24, in 
the Library Lecture Hall. 

Tribute to Weston will be pre- 
sented by Wynn Bullock, nation- 
ally-known peninsula photogra- 
pher and by George Seideneck, 
local photographer-artist. 

Concurrently, the largest collec- 
tion of Weston’s work ever shown 
in California will be on exhibition 
in the library from Monday, March 
21 to April 8. 

Cole Weston will present “a day 
with Edward Weston,” explaining 
his late father’s camera techniques 
developed through 30 years of 
work up and down the California 
coast and through Mexico. 

Weston was inspired to become 
a photographer after a visit to an 
early exhibition of photographs in 
Chicago to which his father took 
him when he was 16. 

At 20, he began his professional 
career making postcard portraits 
house-to-house in Los Angeles. He 
gained his knowledge of develop- 
ing and printing by working and 
observing in commercial studios, 
then developed his own techniques. 

In 1911, he opened his own stu- 
dio in Tropico (now Glendale) 
and was immediately successful as 
a portrait photographer. 


Night Letter 


In 1920 he began a critical re- 
examination of his work which up 
to that time had been soft-focus 
but with a sense of light and form, 
He experimented with semi-ab- 
tractions and his work began tak- 
ing two trends: abstraction and 
realism. 

Weston wrote in his meticu- 
lously-kept journal, “The camera 
must be used for recording life, 
for rendering the very substance 
and quintescence of the thing 
itself.” 

From this time on he used only 
an 8x10 view camera with shutter 
stops down to £/256 and produced 
only contact prints to give perfect 
clarity of form, substance and tex- 
ture. 

He became famous as being able 
to envision the finished photograph 
before snapping the shutter. 

In 1937 Edward Weston was 
awarded a Guggenheim Fellow- 
ship and for the first time was 
freed from the necessity of com- 
mercial work. He spent the follow- 
ing year making 1500 negatives 
shot along the California coast 
from San Diego to Monterey with 
side trips to Death Valley. 

“His best works are profoundly 
spiritual interpretations of nature,” 
says Pollack’s “Picture History of 
Photography.” 

Edward Weston died in 1958 at 
the age of 71.

It was 
made of the bleached heads of his 
favorite enemies, neatly bound to- 
gether with dried ligaments, and 
occupied the dais in the council 
hut, an immense grass-thatched 
shack where the tribal big-wigs 
carried on their business. 

First thing the new chief did on 
his return was to order the skull 
throne removed. He wanted it re- 
placed with one of those pink plas- 
tic chairs such as he’d seen in the 
A-V room of MPC’s new Library. 

“Take that skull chair and stick 
it up in the rafters, out of the 
way,” he commanded. 

There was a great deal of ugly 
talk about the new-fangled notions 
which the kid had brought back
